Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as previously discussed the limitation " the 
garment to reside within or outside of particular shells defined around the mannequin in the rendering frame" is not disclosed in the 
independent claims 34 and 44. Claims 34-45 are disclosed by Rom (US patent no. 6,307,568). In particular, Rom teaches the claimed 
limitations of claims 34 and 44 when he discloses output image of the garment on the user is generally suitable for a three dimensional 
or a two dimensional output image in that the critical points of the garment are adjusted to match the critical points from the initial image 
of the user (col. 5, line 14 to col. 6, line 61). The output image is adjusted to improve its overall appearance before being displayed. 
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
